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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-5, 7-10, 12-18, and 21-22 are pending in 
the application with the present amendments. Claims 2, 6, 11 and 
19-20 are cancelled by the present amendments. Claims 21 and 22 
are new. 

Applicant appreciates the indication of allowability 
in the Official Action as to the subject matter of claims 2, 6 
and 11. With the present amendments, all of the pending claims 
are now directed to subject matter allowed by the Examiner as 
follows. Independent claim 1 incorporates the subject matter of 
claim 2, and the independent claims 17, 21 and 22 include 
similar recitations. For example, claim 22 is a claim to a 
recording medium for performing a method, such as recited in 
claim 1. In addition, independent claim 3 incorporates the 
subject matter of claim 6, independent claim 8 incorporates the 
subject matter of claim 11 and independent claim 7 includes 
similar recitations. The remaining claims of the application are 
allowable by virtue of their dependency from the aforementioned 
independent claims . 

As it is believed that all of the rejections set forth 
in the Official Action have been fully met, favorable 
reconsideration and allowance are earnestly solicited. If,
